- ^Recreation Needs 
For Youth Urged 

D on’t blame our area youth if thev cause 
demonstrations that are often times harmful to 
themselves and the community in which they lived. 
We have no place to go.” 

This thought provoking statement was voiced recently 
by a local teenager. It prompted several inquiries 
hereabouts that disclosed that this young lad had spoken 
an alarming truth. 

Some area mothers, with three to five youngsters in 
their households, supported out premliminary findings. 
These findings revealed a somewhat definite lack of 
adequate recreational facilities under community 
leadership in the Belleville area and an insufficient 
supervised programs of interestjto teenage youth. 

WE URGED considered study be undertaken by city, 
township and school leadership, that will result in ample 
recreational facilities for area youth instead of having 
them just drive around the city or hang around barhops 
and drive-in restaurants. 

Service organizations in town, Tenderers of excellent 
community service and sponsors of many varied 
’ community projects might give a thought in seeing that 
area youngsters have a place or places of recreation opened 
to them the year round. 

Suggestions have been made that a youth center that is 
community-wide supported with various athletic and 

recreational programs would be ideal.

The School Board sought a 
mill tax hike of S5.50 per 
SI, 000 of assessed property 
valuation, state equalized, for a 
five-year period (1968-1972). 

In March, 1968, voters 
rejected a similar request by a 
vote of 1 ,499 to 5 1 1 . Total vote 
cast in the May election was 
1,785 out of o total registration 
of some 7,800 persons. 

. The School Board members 
felt that the electorate had 
spoken "strongly" on the 
mlllage proposal und ruled 
against any further attempts on 
getting voter approval. 

FoUowing the May 6 defeat. 
School Board held a series of 
emergency sessions on the 
proposed 1968-69 school 
budget that required an 
additional $S50,000 to 
maintain current educational 
programs and services. 

• • • 

MEETINGS WITH the school 
auditors and administrative 
staffs and after considered 
studies of the proposed budget, 
the School Board ordered 
"drastic" cutbacks in school 
programs and services to stay 
within its proposed budget 
r equ irements minus the 
additional requested millage. 

Half-day sessions in both the 
high and junior high schools for 
next year were ordered. 
Interscholastic sports were 
eliminated as weU as music and 
art programs. Reductions in 
other services were also ordered. 

These cutbacks amounted to 
a saving of $448,000, some 
$107,000 short of what the 
additional millage would have 
brought to the schools.

The consumer, as usual, is 
right smack in the middle. His 
conduct is going to determine 
the fate of the present business 
turmoil of tight money, infla- 
tion, lax increases, inventory 
and unemployment fluctuations, 
wage demands and all the rest.

To the average American, 
whose banking account has nev- 
er been much more than a sta- 
tus symbol, this was strange 
talk.

Spend, consumers were told, 
to keep the nation from a re- 
cession. Consumer spending did 
Increase around the first of the 
year and the storm signals were 
hauled down. 


But now the word in econom- 
ic circles is that consumers are 
over-doing it, that they are on a 
buying spree with credit ex- 
panding and savings contract- 
ing. Washington’s economy 
managers are saying this new 
'boom” must be restrained, that 
the economy is getting over- 
heated and that too much con- 
sumer demand could lead to a 
recession later.

The solution offered by the 
Administration is the tax sur- 
charge. meaning "Increase the 
taxes so the consumers won’t 
have so much money to throw 
around."

Teachers strike, join 
Industrial and craft unions, wear 
placards and march. School 
administrators race pell-mell to 
Lansing and Washington in 
search of money simply to keep 
things temporarily afloat.

• Make it illegal for teachers 
to strike. Current teacher 
anti-strike laws have more 
loop-holes than Carter has pills. 
Teacher contracts should go out 
every February 15th and be 
returned within 30 days. A 
teacher failing without good 
reason to return his contract 
would lose his right to teach in 
Michigan for at least one year. 

• Test beginning teachers. 
Teaching is a profession, 
perhaps the finest. Let teachers 
pass uniform tests just as we 
have Bar Examinations for 
lawyers and Medical Boardi for 
Doctors. This in Itself would 
give added stature to teaching 
and without this we will never 
get anywhere. One teat is 
enough. Nothing substitutes for 
results. 

• Regularly teat students. 
Uniform tests should be 
designed and given .. •very 
Michigan schoolchild each y *ar 
to learn how much he knows.

• REVAMP THE State Board 
of Education. Two-fifths of the 
Board's membership should be 
elected by teachers alone and 
the Board provided with a large 
enough budget to lobby its tax 
bill through the legislature. 

• Establish more vocational 
schools. Most of us are not cut 
out to be nuclear scientists. This 
suggestion is related to a 
previous one. Uniform tests will 
early distinguish between the 
potential builder and the 
potential scientist. 

• Employ school buildings 
year round. Failing students 
should be required to attend 
Summer School, Head-Start 
programs should be expanded 
for Summers and courses such 
as driver’s education given at 
such time. Gasses for mentally 
retarded children could also 
largely be concentrated in the 
Summer months. Teachers who 
choose to teach Summers 
should receive appropriate extra 
pay. 

• Make new subdivision 
developers provide schools 
and/or cash for the education of 
the children to whose parents 
they sell homes. “Bedroom 
communities” without industry 
are fine, but let the bedroom 
builders pay their fair share. 

• Provide additional aid to 
parochial schools. God is 
already too far removed from 
the classroom. Let’s recognize 
that many Catholics and 
Lutherans now pay twice for 
their kids’ educations and that 
we should at least provide 
parochial schools with buses, 
books and borst. 

This is a simple program. 
Criticisms are both invited and 
encouraged. Of course, I need 
your help. But, please 
remember, Michigan education 
needs it far more.

There is no place for politics 
in law enforcement, Wayne 
County Sheriff Roman S. 
Gribbs said in announcing 
orders aimed at professionaliz- 
ing his department. 

Gribbs, sworn in as sheriff 
June 1 , made the statement this 
week as he outlined his rules of 
conduct for sheriffs employees. 

Deputies may not engage in 
improper political activity or 
take outside employment 
inconsistent, incompatible or in 
conflict with their duties as law 
enforcement officers. 


DETROIT - Wayne County 
Juvenile Court Judge James H. 
Lincoln has accepted the 
eadership of the citizens 
ampaign for approval of 
Tounty Proposition No. 1 in the 
Aug. 6 primary election. 

' As his first step, Judge 
Lincoln invited hundreds of 
leaders from every walk of life 
in Wayne County to attend a 
campaign kick-off meeting at 1 0 
a.m., Tuesday, July 2, in the 
13th floor auditorium of the 
City-County Building. 

County Proposition No. 1, 
placed on the ballot by the 
County Board of Supervisors, 
asks the voters to continue for 
another five years the expiring 


one-mill property levy which 
was adopted in 1964 to help 
finance Wayne County services. 

• * • 

LINCOLN WAS asked to lead 
the citizens campaign by 
Dearborn Heights Mayor John 
L. Canfield, chairman of the 
County Board of Supervisors. In 
accepting, Lincoln stated: 

“It is vital to the Wayne 
County Juvenile Court that 
there be a “yes” vote on County 
Proposition No. 1 . This Court is 
unable to give the people of 
Wayne County the services that 
are necessary to curb 
delinquency or to handle 
neglect cases. 

“If Proposition No. 1 does 
not pass, it will mean a further 
curtailment of Court services. 
This will reduce the capacity of 
Juvenile Court to combat 
delinquency or handle neglect 
problems.” 

• • • 

LINCOLN EMPHASIZED 
that Proposition No. 1 is NOT a 
tax increase. He pointed out 
that it would merely continue 
for five years an expiring levy 
which means only about 50 
cents a month to the average 
homeowner. 

“All the departments of 
County government, including 
Juvenile Court, would be forced 
to drastically cut services if 
County Proposition No. 1 
fails,” he stated. 

The levy produces more than 
$9 million annually to support 
County services in the fields of 
juvenile delinquency, hospital 
care, public health, child care, 
mental health, law 
enforcement, justice, 
education, libraries and parks, 
Lincoln noted. 

A fact sheet entitled “An 
Urgent Message to the Voters of 
Wayne County,” outlining in 
detail how County services 
would be affected by failure of 
Proposition No. 1. was 
distributed with the invitation 
to the July 2 meeting. Copies

Gribbs also said the practice 
of issuing “honorary” deputy 
sheriffs badges or identification 
to citizens will be immediately 
discontinued.

Gribbs said deputies will no 
longer be allowed to solicit 
contributions or sell tickets to 
political functions, while on 
duty. 

“I hope the new rules will put 
an end to some of the practices 
which are nothing more than 
vestiges of the old rural county 
law enforcement scene,” Gribbs 
said.

Booklet Airs Action Programs Aimed At Easing Tensions in Urban Crisis 


Four Wtync State University 

g raduate itudenti In sociology 
ave prepared a program of 
action for all segments of the 
Southeastern Michigan 
community aimed at producing 
understanding and easing 
tensions in the area’s urban 
crisis. 

The four, punuing a class 
project, divided the arcs Into as 
many geographical sectors for 
Intensive study, then pooled 
their findings to produce ^ What 
You Can Do!” 

The study was conducted In 
cooperation with the 
Southeastern Michigan 
Community Forum for use with 
its “In Your Own Interest" 
television series broadcast five 
Monday evenings during May 
and June over local channels. 

More than 15,000 discussion 
groups were organized to meet 
in homes, view the programs, 
then provide a “feed-back" to 
reveal local attitudes on race 
and poverty and provide grass 


roots suggestions for their 
solution.

REPEATED COMPUTER 
samplings taken throughout the 
entire series revealed at Its end 
that the greatost concern over 
race and poverty is reflected, 
not by residents of the inner 
city, but among white, middle 
class, college graduate residents 
of the suburbs and the outlying 
sections of cities. 

The four candidates for 
advanced degrees, Forest 
Crave!, Susan Crocker, Joan 
Fields and the Rev. Russell 
Long, compiled “Opportunities 
for Action" especially designed 
for leaders of business and 
industry, individual persons in 
their daily experiences, youth 
and youth groups and senior 
citizens. 

The action programs are 
contained in a 24-page booklet 
sent to all participants in the 
fifth and final TV program, and 
copies may be had by writing to 


the Community Forum at 4800

The booklet also contains a 
list of action groups, by locality, 
which volunteers may Join, of 
from which they can secure 
information and advice on how 
they may start their own 
groups.

Allen Park Hospital 
To Get Cobalt Unit 


Michigan’s Senator Philip A. 
Hart and Congressman William 
D. Ford (D) 15th District 
announced this week that the 
Veterans Administration has 
approved plans for installation 
of a Cobalt Therapy Unit at the 
Allen Park Veterans Hospital. 

Senator Hart and 
Congressman Ford were 
notified by William J. Driver, 
Administrator of Veterans 
Affairs, that the $102,900 
project will require the addition 
of 1 ,296 square feet to Building 
Number One in the Hospital 
Complex, as well as alteration of 
another 838 square feet. 

The Cobalt Therapy Unit will 
serve VA facilities at Saginaw, 
Battle Creek, Ann Arbor and 
Detroit, as well as some 


hospitals in Indiana and Ohio. 

"Cobalt therapy has been 
demonstrated to be superior to 
conventional therapy in 
treatment of deep-seated 
tumors," Congressman Ford 
said. "Its ease of administration 
and' minimal secondary effects 
are also important. There is 
much less skin reaction and 
discomfort." 

The Allen Park Veterans 
Hospital is affiliated with the 
College of Medicine at Wayne 
State University, which will 
handle the details of planning 
and contracting. Specifications 
are expected to be available 
shortly'so that construction can 
be completed as quickly as 
possible. 


Get Boat Ship-Shape 
Before You Ship Out 


Get ship-shape before 
shipping out! 

This is the admonition of 
Secretary of State James M. 
Hare to Michigan’s constantly 
growing flotilla of boat owners. 

‘The first step in getting your 
boat ship-shape," said Hare, "is 
to make sure it is properly 
registered and licensed, if it 
qualifies under Michigan law. 

He said that every motorboat 
. . . and it doesn’t make any 
difference if it is a 
puddle-jumper with an attached 
small motor or an ocean-going 
yacht . . . must be registered and 
numbered. 

“The process is simple. All 
you have to do is to go down to 
the nearest office of the 
Secretary of State, plank down 
the registration fee, and walk 
out with a motorboat 
registration." 

Hare estimates that about one 
out of five Michigan’s estimated 
half- million motorboats 
ramained unregistered.

ALTHOUGH most boat 
owners are aware of Michigan’s 
registration and numbering 
system, many are not aware that 
the state also has another type 
of boat law, that of purchasing 
boat plates. 

Only boats ... all types 
including sailboats, motorboats, 


row boats, certain canoes, rafts, 
etc. , . . which get into the Great 
Lakes or connecting waters 
must be plated providing they 
are 16 feet or longer. 

It’s possible to have both 
registration and boat plates. 
Unlike registration which is 
done in three year cycles, boat 
plating is a yearly affair. Boat 
plates may be purchased at 
many Secretary of State offices, 
usually the larger offices and 
those in areas near affected 
waters. 

Plate costs vary with the size 
of the boat; 

They cost S5 for boats 16 feet 
but not over 20 feet; SI 5 for 
those 20 feet but not over 28 
feet; S25 for those 28 feet but 
not over 35 feet; $35 for those 
35 feet but not over 42 feet ; $45 
for those 42 feet but not over 50 
feet, and $75 for those 50 feet 
but not over 65 feet. 

Registration fees on the other 
hand are $3 for new boats or 
renewals; $1 for transfer 
between owners of registered 
craft; $1 for duplicates for lost 
registrations; and 50 cents for 
change of address. 

Hare said this was the final 
year for the current three-year 
registration cycle. Registrations 
made in 1 966 and 1 967 axe valid 
through this year.

Motorcycle Helmet 
Law is Emphasized 


While Michigan’s amended 
motorcycle helmet law docs not 
require the wearing of helmets 
by riders, it docs require that 
helmets be part of the 
motorcycle equipment and that 
the helmets meet standards 
previously set, Col. Fredrick E. 
Davids. State Police director, 
has emphasized. 

To clear up any 
misunderstandings among state 
cycle enthusiasts, Davids said. 

City OK’s 
Move on

Council members by its 
resolution approved the 
entering into a contract and 
agreement with the Wayne 
County Road Commission to 
permit financeing and 
construction of the sanitary 
sewer that would eliminate two 
sanitary lift stations in the area 
when completed and improve 
the area’s sewer system. 

Construction costs would be 
paid through an issue of revenue 
bonds by the city, Mayor Smith 
said. 


“Under the new law which

DAVIDS FURTHER pointed 
out that the amendatory statute 
does not change the previous 
requirements on helmet 
specifications. 

“Even though we now have an 
amended law to deal with, it 
does not mean that we plan to 
allow just any sort of headgear. 
The Nazi-type, World War II 
helmet and other such novelties 
won’t do. Only approved 
helmets meeting State Police 
specifications will be legal," he 
emphasize. 

A recent decision by the 
Michigan Court of Appeals 
ruled that the law requiring 
mandatory wearing of crash 
helmets by cyclists was 
unconstitutional This ruling 
has been criticized by safety 
enforcement officials and 
medical authorities on the basis 
of records which indicate the 
leading cau^e of death in 
motorcycle accidents is injury 
to the head. 

Statistics of this nature 
prompted the federal 
government to include helmet 
wearing as part of the federal 
safety standards promulgated 
by the national highway safety 
act, Davids added.

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4-H Youth Advised on Public 
Speaking and Use of Drugs 


Tips on sclf-confidcnce in 
public speaking and a panel 
presentation on drugs 
highlighted the 4-H-Youth 
Week program at Michigan 
State University. 

Miss Dorothy Emerson. 
Consultant in Citizenship and 
Leadership for the National 
4-H Foundation, told 4-H 
conventioners that the key to 
successful public speaking is to 
realize that the audience isn’t 
paying a bit of attention to 
you. 

Speaking at the 50th Annual 
State 4-H-Youth Week June 
12-15, Miss Emerson told the 
selected 4-H representatives 
they could get rid of their 
self-consciousness in front of 
audiences by being 
“idea-conscio\is.” 

• • * 

“When you begin talking 
about cats,*’ she said, “your 
audience begins thinking about 
cats and their own cat 
experiences. They only think 
about you if you are obviously 
thinking about yourself and are 
self-conscious. So relax, let go 
of yourself and thing about the 
ideas you’re trying to relate, 
and both you and your 
audience will get along fine.’’ 

Essential to good speaking is 
self-confidence. Miss Emerson 
said. She suggested that the 
majority of teenagers lack faith 
in their own value. 

Miss Emerson encouraged 
the 4-H’ers to take time alone 
to discover their individual 
value and learn to know 
themselves and to find peace of 
mind. 

* • • 

DURING THE WEEK, some 
4-H members viewed a live 
closed circuit television panel 
on “Drug Use and Abuse-The 
Consequences.” 

On the panel were Dr. Leroy 


Augenstine, professor and 
chairman of the Department of 
Biophysics at MSU; Dr. John 
McNeill, assistant professor of 
pharmacology; Ralph Turner, 
professor of police 
administration; and John 
Shrank, assistant prosecuting 
attorney for Ingham County. 

Dr. Augcnstein discussed the 
halucinatory drug LSD. 
“Besides causing possible brain 
damage,” he said, “there may 
be a psychological disturbance 
of not being able to face reality 
after taking LSD.” 

Turner spoke on alcohol, 
calling it a “soft drug” as 
opposed to a “hard drug” such 
as heroin . Many young people 
experiment with alcohol at 14 
and 15 years of age, he said. He 
suggested that teenagers 
demand alcohol education in 
their high school curricula. 


IN ANSWER to a student’s 
question. Turner said that he 
would not even suggest the 
question of lowering the 
drinking age until a good 
program of alcohol education 
was provided in the schools. 

Dr. McNeill described “drug 
dependency” as “a strong 
desire to take a drug over a 
long period of time.” All drugs 
affect the brain and produce a 
great feeling of pleasure, he 
said, but people who are 
dependent on drugs tend to 
become anti-social and 
unproductive. 

Shrank presented the legal 
consequences of drug abuse. 
He noted that obtaining 
prescriptive drugs by fraud and 
possessing, using and selling 
illegal drugs are all punishable 
by jail or prison sentence 
and/or fine.

BELLEVILLE - The regular 
monthly meeting of the Huron 
Valley Conserv a tion

The featured guest speakers 
were James L. Goudreau, 
Michigan representative for the 
National Wildlife Federation; 
George Thompson, Chairman of 
the Michigan United 
Conservation Clubs “Farmer 
Sportsmen Relations 
Committee"; and Edward 
Stolten, our area representative 
to the Huron River Watershed 
Commission. 

Goudreau gave a very 
interesting talk on the effects of 
hard pesticides, such as DDT, on 
the game and fish in this 
country. It not only kills the 
younger game, he said but also 
stymies the reproduction of the 
fish and wildlife. These 
pesticides aren’t just a short 
duration killer - it takes up to 20 
years for them to neutralize 
once applied to the area. 

Other agents have been 
developed which will control 
pests; however, they do not 
have the long lasting effects of 
the hard pesticides and are more 
expensive and have to be 


applied more often to afford the 
same results. As a result, these 
new control agents are not being 
accepted as rapidly or widely as 
is necessary to correct this grave 
situation, he pointed out. 

Thompson, chairman of the 
M.U.C.C. “Farmer Sportsman 
Relations Committee,’’ 
explained the mgjor problems 
that exist in regards to the 
farmer and his reluctance to 
allow hunters to use his 
property.

“We do not call it treason" 
said Mrs. Arnet. “But whatever 
the intention may be, the net 
result of the Administration's 
policies is to supply our 
enemies with the means to kill 
our sons." Our soldiers in 
Vietnam arc dying at the hands 
. of a Communist war machine 
that is in large part fed and 
equipped by our own 
government. And we are sure 
that the people in this 
community want this folly 
brought to an end." 

Mrs. Arnet said that the 
Committee asks: “Why fight 
the Communists in Vietnam 
and help them everywhere else 
in the world, through aid and 
trade to these declared 
enemies?" According to the 
committee chairman, “The 
tragic result is that the 
American taxpayer is being 
forced to foot the bill for both 
sides of this war." This petition 
campaign gives all Americans a 
chance to let Washington know 
they oppose this policy. 

“This is part of a nation wide 
movement which is quickly 
becoming the most massive 
petition campaign in our 
country’s history. Move than 
47,000 petitions, with a total 
of 800,000 signatures have 
already been received by 
various Congressmen." 

THIS PETITION campaign is 
only part of TRAIN’S 
activities, Mrs. Arnet added. 
"We have also launched a letter 
writing campaign and have 
workshops meeting several 
nights a week.

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Black Leaders Urge 
Self-Probe 
by Whites

DETROIT-- If there Is any- 
thing that black leaders in the 
Detroit community agree com- 
pletely on f It is that the white 
people of America should begin 
directing their efforts away 
from the black ghettoes and 
their peoblems, and toward tho 
problems of misunderstanding 
and prejudice in the white com- 
munity. 

Four black Detroit loaders, 
ranging in outlook from great 
mllitance to moderation, 
addressed a gathering spon- 
sored by the Americans for 
Democratic Action last week at 
the University of Detroit, 

On the podium were Jackie 
Vaughn, III, a state representa- 
tive from the Detroit inner 
City and vice-chairman of the 
ADA; Dr. Jesse Goodwin, a 
professor at the Wayne State 
University School of Medicine; 
Noelle Clark, a school teacher 
in the Detroit school system, 
and Dan Aldridge, leader of 
the Detroit Student Non-Violent 
Coordinating Committee 

“This could be the last group 
of black leaders to entertain a 
white audience," Vaughn said, 
“It is time that our white 
liberals begin going into their 
own communities, into the 
suburbs. That’s where the ra- 
cists are, and that’s where the 
work needs to be done.” 

Implicit in Vaughn’s state- 
ment, although not specifically 
outlined, was the premise the 
black community wants to take 
care of itself. Vaughn said it 
is not that the help of whites 
is not needed or desired, it is 
just that the help is needed out- 
side the ghettoes. It was his 
answer to the question, “What 
can we do?" 

Dr. Goodwin, who defends the 
ability of the American system 
to be adapted to the problems 
facing the nation, particularly 
lashed out at the educational 
structure in Detroit. When 
members of the Detroit Board 
of Education are elected at- 
large in the city, Dr. Goodwin 
said, “How can it (the board) 
be representative of the 
people.*’ 

The problems of the school 
system are not being met, Dr, 
Goodwin said, because the offi- 
cials of the system are not 
hearing the voice of tho peoplo 
who are crying for Improve- 
ments. “Black students aro 
faced with white teacheis and 
administrators who don’t 
always realise tho problems 
facing the students," he said. 

Aldridge, the most militant 
leader at the forum, was intro- 
duced by Vaughn as having wit- 
nessed “racism at its highest” 
during Recorders Court 
handling of accused offenders 
during last summer’s “rebel- 
lion,” as Vaughn called it. 

In rejecting structure of 
American society as it is to- 
day, Aldridge says, “The entire 
structure must be torn down. 

If we accept the structure as 
it is, it will make black men 
Just as Inhumane and Just as 
unjust as the white men have 
been," 

Aldridge also spoke of the 
"tycoons of mysticism," the 
Catholic Church, which he 
claims owns extensive holdings 
in real estate in the Chicago 
ghetto. He said the “business 
of religion" was not holping 
society today. 

“If you really want to do 
something, deal with your own 
communities," he said, “Neu- 
tralise the racists.” 

Miss Clark told the group: 
“I must watch each day as the 
black children’s minds aro be- 
ing destroyed by our educational 
systom, which is controlled by 
whites. The feeling of blacks 
is simple, they feel if they are 
going to pay taxes for the 
schools in their community, 
they should bo able to run them, 
but this isn’t so."

She suggested that schools 
might have to be started out- 
side the public school system 
if the system cannot be im- 
proved. “Courses, like black 
history and Afro-American 
history, are fine because they 
are aimed at glvlngtho children 
black pride, but why shouldn’t 
white chlldron boglvena courso 
in white racism, to show what 
has happontd in our history.” 

Miss Clark said tvory history 
textbook in the Detroit school 
system should bo closed, that 
they contain untruths. “Do this 
not for black power, but for 
humanity,” she urged. 

Aldridge fielded an important 
question In which he was 
challenged on alleged Marxist 
(Communist) tendencies among 
militant black groups. “Can 
you name me a socialist society 
that is not racist," he asked? 
“It is ridiculous to think we 
are all running out and em- 
bracing Marxism. It offers no 
alternative."

Weight Listed by po Romulus Servicemen In News 


BELLEVILLE - • Beginning 
July 1 , mailers will be able to 
send 30 pound parcels between 
first class post offices which arc 
150 miles or more apart. The 
present weight limit is 25 
pounds, area postmasters 
announced 

This is the second of five 
increases affecting size and 
weight limits for parcels 
scheduled to take effect 
annually until 1971 , when a 40 
pound, 84 inch maximum size 
will be authorized between all 
first class post offices. The size 
limitation is now 72 inches in 
combined girth and length 

“The size and weight 
increases for parcel post marks 
another step forward to 
improve parcel service to both 
the public and the business 
community," Postmaster 
General W. Marvin Watson said 
today. 


THE NEXT increase, on July 
1, 1969, will raise the weight 
limit from 30 to 40 pounds; on 
July 1, 1970, the size will be 
increased to 78 inches, and on 
July 1, 1971, the size is 
scheduled to be increased to 84 
inches. 

Parcels weighing up to 40 
pounds can be mailed between 
first class post offices less th^n 
150 miles apart. Also, packages 
addressed to or from second, 
third, and fourth class post 
offices, overseas APO’s and 
FPO’s, and the states of Alaska 
and Hawaii are not affected by 
the increase in size and weight 
provisions of the Public Law 
89-593. which became effective 
Jan. 15,1967. 

Parcel post mailings to and 
from these offices remain at 70 
pounds and 100 inches.

Bommarito Wins 


Westland Center's Gala 



For almost two and one half 
years former Wayne County 
U n d e r s h e r i f f , James 
Bommarito, fought to clear 
himself from a criminal 
indictment stemming from the 
Piggins One Man Grand Jury. 
Finally he won. 

Visiting Judge William Beers 
of Oakland County, sitting in 
Detroit’s Recorders Court heard 
the arguments for the alleged 
charges; and upon a motion by 
defense counsel, Joseph 
Louisell, called the trial, which 
began June 13, to a halt for 
what he termed “lack of any 
violation of the law”. He then 
ordered the indictment 
dismissed. When the verdict was 
rendered, Bommarito said he 
was “elated”. “There was no 
doubt in my mind at any time 
that both Sheriff Buback and I 
would be cleared if the 
allegations were aired in an open 
court,” he said. “This proves the 
charges were not based on fact 
but were complete 
fabrications,” he stated. “My 
one regret is that Sheriff Buback 
was not also given the same 
opportunity to clear himself in 
the same manner. However, this 
should serve to nullify the 
politically motivated, and now 
unfounded, accusations against 
Sheriff Buback.”

HOLD BACK LAKE SUPERIOR 


Earth’s Oldest Shores 
Edge Pictured Rocks 


R ising stark from the water 
and surrounded by legend, 
Michigan's imposing, 
inspiring Pictured Rocks and 
Grand Sable Dunes are in the 
process of being further 
developed by the National Park 
Service. 

Nature formed the rocks eons 
ago-in the Cambrian age. 
Geologically, they’re among the 
oldest shores on earth and the 
lake they hold back, Lake 
Superior, largest of the Great 
Lakes and largest body of fresh 
water in the world, is 18,000 
years old. 

It wasn't until 1658, though, 
that they were seen by French 
explorer Pierre Radisson who 
wrote of their beauty and 
majesty. 

Ilemy Rowe Schoolcraft, 
Indian agent, geologist and 
journalist, gathered Indian 
legends of the upper peninsula 
and Pictured Rocks area and 
from these, Longfellow based 


his epic poem, “The Song of 
Hiawatha.”

DESPITE ALL that, 
according to the Michigan 
Tourist Council, the Pictured 
Rocks area remained basically a 
wilderness area, seen only by 
hardy hikers from land or from 
sight-seeing cruisers on Lake 
Superior. 

To both preserve its 
wilderness flavor and yet make 
it still more accessible to 
tourists, Congress declared the 
35-mile strip from Munising to 
Grand Marais the Pictured 
Rocks National Lakeshore. 

A parkway with scenic 
overlooks and from 15 to 18 
access points to Lake Superior 
are in the development plans. 
Trails and campsites, will be 
added and extensive 
recreational facilities will be 
developed at each end of the 
parkway. 

The Pictured Rocks National 
Lakeshore is divided into an 
inner zone of 39,000 acres and a 
lakeshore zone of 29,000 acres. 
The area varies in width from 
one-half mile to 2 Vi miles.

MOST NOTED are the 
Pictured Rocks, since they can 
be seen easily from Lake 
Superior. The explorers and 
voyageurs brought back the first 
tales of the cliffs that rise 
sharply from 50 to 200 feet 
above lake level. 

A road from Munising leads to 


Indian Drum Cave where the 
waves pound like a tom-tom, 
and the Colored Caves which 
were feared by the Indians. 
They believed blood was 
responsible for the scarlet tint 
of the cave’s walls and that it 
was a place of torture and 
execution.

THE GRAND PORTAL was 
one of the most spectacular 
formations with an arch 
covering five acres, but time and 
the relentless pounding of the 
sea collapsed the arch in 1906. 
It illustrates that, despite the 
Pictured Rocks’ timelcssness, 
they are ever-changing. 

While a spectacular attraction 
in themselves, the Pictured 
Rocks aren't nature’s only 
flourish. 

The constantly shifting Grand 
Sable Dunes and agate beaches 
at the eastern end of the 
National Lakeshore are a tourist 
delight, particularly for 
youngsters. 


a good viewpoint, but for those 
who prefer the water route, tour 


boats make regularly scheduled 
three hour trips throughout the 
summer months from Munising. 

The first formation to come 
into sight is lofty Miner’s Castle 


But, generally, that's as far as 
most tourists went from the 
land side-Miner’s Castle at the 
western end the dunes from the 
east. Since there were no roads, 
or poor dirt roads at best, 
relatively few ventured into the 
pungent pine, hemlock and 
balsam forests that make up the 
Pictured Rocks National 
Lakeshore’s inner zone. 

They may have missed Chapel 
Falls, Mosquito Falls, Spray 
Falls and Miner’s Falls, some of 
the most scenic of the upper 
peninsula's more than 150 
waterfalls.

of our time." 

He said that tho assassinations, 
of John F. Kcnnody, Dr. King 
and now Robort F. Kcnnody 
make it imperative that 
education defino the kind of 
aoclety we want to build and 
then "develop ikilli ond 
techniques” that will produce 
the citizens fit for that society 

"We should begin In the 
kindergarten to develop people 
who believe in our Christian 
principles and democratic 
ideals, ,r he said. 


LANSING - The president of 
the Michigan Association of 
Non-Public Schools has praised 
a U.S. Supreme Court ruling 
upholding a New York law 
requiring public school systems 
to lend textbooks to students in 
non-public schools. 

"We arc extremely pleased 
with the Supreme Court's 
decision In the New York 
textbook case,” Dr. John 
Choltz of Detroit said. "It 
constitutes a vote of confidence 
In the value of non-public 
schools to the nation.” 

Tho^Suprcme Court upheld a 
196 5 New York law that 
requires public school districts 
to lend textbooks to non-public 
school students in grades seven 
through twelvo. 

Tho textbook lending 
progrum was challenged on 
grounds that It vlolatod the U.S. 
Constitution's bin on 
"establishment of religion. ” 


SUPREME COURT Justice 


Byron R. White, who wrote the 
textbook case opinion, ruled 
that the lending of books to 
non-public school students 
benefits the children and not. 
the schools they attend. 

”. . . parochial schools arc 
performing, In addition to their 
sectarian function, the task of 
secular education,” Justice 
White wrote. 

"The encouraging point 
about the decision Is that It 
affirms the concept that 
non-public schools fulfill a 
public purpose," Dr. Choltz 
said. 

"The Supreme Court sold the 
test for constitutionality of the 
textbook law was whether the 
primary effect of the law 
resulted In either advancement 
or Inhibition of religion. 

“The Court said 
Church-affiliated ichooli serve 
two goals - religious Instruction 
and secular education - and that 
the toxtbook law met the 
'secular purpose’ test because 


the primary effect neither 
advances nor inhibits religion. 


“THIS RULING means that 
federal and state aid can be 
designed to help the secular 
purpose served by non-public 
schools without helping the 
religious purpose these schools 
alio serve.” 

Dr. Choltz said he was pleased 
to learn that the National 
Education Association (NBA), 
which haa previously opposed 
state and federal aid for 
non-public schools, welcomed 
the Supreme Court decision as 
aid to children. 

"We are hopeful the Court'i 
ruling in the textbook case will

Don’t be an “exit crab,” 
advises the Institute for Safer 
Living. Crabs go into reverse 
when they face danger, but a 
driver who goes into reverse on 
an expressway is asking for 
disaster. 

The logic of what the crab 
does by instinct is readUy 
understood when you observe 
the way this crustacean is put 
together.

Excessive speed continues to 
reign supreme as the number 
one killer on America's high- 
ways. 

Exceeding the speed limit, 
according to the annual highway 
accident booklet released by 
The Travelers Insurance Com- 
panies, accounted for nearly 
40 percent of the 52,200 high- 
way fatalities In 1967. 

Statistics in the booklet were 
compiled from reports by state 
motor vehicle departments. 

The vice monarch, reckless 
driving, was responsible for 
approximately 15 percent of the 
deaths. 

OTHER MAJOR factors In- 
volving actions of drivers re- 
sulting In deaths and injuries 
Include not having the right-of- 
way, driving off the roadway and 
driving on the wrong side of the 
road. Almost one third of the 
drivers Involved in fatal accid- 
ents were under 25 years of age. 

More than 9,500 pedestrians 
marched themselves to the 
grave In 1967. 

The most common causes of 
death was crossing between in- 
tersections, walking on rural 
highways, crossing intersec- 
tions against signals. 

THIS GRIM report has one 
bright comer. The total num- 
ber of deaths was 300 below the 


number killed In 1966 and the 
number of Injuries was down by 
some 200,000. 

However, Travelers Presid- 
ent, Sterling T. Tooker said, 
* * After all, the deaths of more 
than 52,000 people and the in- 
jury of 4,000,000 others In one 
year is small cause for rejoic- 
ing, even though its represents 
some Improvement over an- 
other year. Comparisons are 
odious unless they afford some 
ultimate betterment of the hu- 
man condition." 

He urged caution on the part 
of every traveler to ''bring him 
and others on the road safely 
to the next stage of our jour- 
ney."

LANSING— Record volumes 
at holiday traffic are expected 
on Michigan highways during 
the long Fourth of July weekend, 
the State Highway Commission 
said. 

The commission estimated 
motorists will travel 819.6 mil- 
lion vehicle miles during the 
five-day period of July 3-7, 
nearly 240 million miles more 
than were traveled during the 
recent five-day Memorial Day 
weekend. 

Rural volumes are expected 
to exceed the daily’ average by 
54 percent, and motorists are 
urged to plan their holiday trips 
to avoid peak travel periods. 

All construction on state 
highways, excluding emergency 
repair and other work which 
does not interfere with raffic, 
will be suspended from 5 p.m., 
July 3 to 8 a.m., July 8. 

"Every precaution will be 
taken to eliminate hazards and 
minimize inconvenience to the 
public due to road and bridge 


construction," the Commission 
said. 

"The moving of construction 
equipment on or across public 
roads will not bo permitted." 

The Commission said peak 
holiday traffic volumes are ex- 
pected as follows: 

—Interstate 75 between De- 
troit and Bay City: Heavy north- 
bound traffic, to the point of 
congestion at times, July 3 from

For Dad 
Who Does 
Everything 

Father’s Day has come and gone again with my yearly problem 
. . .what to get Dad. Every year I go through the same thing. 

Shirts are out. . .my sister-in-law gets those for him. He 
doesn’t smoke. He likes to watch sports, but isn’t much of a 
participator. And as for those ads that claim they have some- 
thing for the man who has everything. . .either I can’t afford 
it, or it’s something Dad wouldn’t want and that’s why he hasn’t 
got it. Or else he has already invented it for himself. 

Now, my dad is a man of many talents. He can sing, play 
a melodian (a small accordian), cut a mean fox trot, and beat 
almost anyone at Scrabble. He can fix plumbing, or electrical 
wiring, and is a licensed first class stationary engineer. He 
can also tell an unlimited number of extraordinarily corny jokes, 
but one of his lesser known talents is his inventiveness. 

Some of his more famous inventions include the donut ham- 
burger (a hamburger with a hole in the middle for those who 
like chili on their hamburgers and don’t want it to run out), 
a crinkle -cutter for french fries made out of an old venitian 
blind (made way back when such things were unheard of), and 
itsy-bitsies (tiny pieces of fish covered with batter, so that 
we kids, who hated fish, couldn’t taste it.) 

Remember that new lawn sprinkler that came out a few years 
ago?

I guess 
all you can do is to make sure that he knows that whatever 
you give him it comes with all the respect and love you have. 
And with thanks too, for being the kind of father he is. 

Petition Drive Stalls 


A drive seeking a state-wide 
referendum vote on Michigan's 
Income tax appears to be stall- 
ing. 

Montgomery 9iepard, of the 
South Taxation Association of 
Michigan, said "petitions being 
circulated by the association 
and other organizations to per- 
mit people to vote on the state 
Income tax have been coming 
in steadily, but that if the goal 
of the association is to be 


reached, the pace must be 
stepped up." 

Shepard said reports from 
all over the state indicated that 
the response had been good, 
but that many of these signed 
petitions are still in the hands 
of the circulators.

Running for six days, the Festival is filled with events designed 
to entertain citizens of both Detroit and Windsor. 


Robeet M. Surdam, president, National Bank of Detroit, is 
Detroit’s general chairman for the 1968 Freedom Festival. 
Jils Windsor counterpart is City Alderman Frank Wansbrough. 
Serving as co-chairmen are Richard H. Austin, Wayne County 
auditor, and Hugh M. Redhead, president, Campbell-Ewald 
Company'. 

The Festival’s first day is loaded with sports events. The 
Junior Champ Track and Field Meet is expected to attract more 
than 800 boy and girl contestants to Cobo Arena. The meet will 
be directed by University of Michigan football captain Ron 
Johnson.

Pastors and choirs from 
both sides of the river share the religious spirit of the day with 
people from both cities. 


One of North America’s most spectacular racing events takes 
place on the Detroit River at noon with the start of the Gold 
Cup Race. 

At 2 p.m., the Old Time Family Picnic at Jackson Park, 
Windsor, takes place as a Sunday afternoon family celebration.

The day's events will be concluded with a symphony concert 
at the Cleary Auditorium in Windsor at 8 p.m.

The Dominion Day parade Monday winds through downtown

About An Athlete-Scholar 

Some years ago, when 1 was a young man, an American 
president said in one of his many speeches of the time : “Flaming 
youth has become a flaming question. And youth comes to us 
wanting to know what we may propose to do about a society 
that hurts so many of them.’* 

That president was Franklin D. Roosevelt, a man who was 
destined to guide this nation from a depression and the Second 
World War to a victory economically and militarily . 

Youth continues to eye the “older generation 4 ' with suspicion. 

And, after so many senseless assassinations, ruthless killings, 
wars and riots, few can blame them. 

But one, Ray Wiacek, Jr., holds no grudges against us 
“oldsters” for what we have done. He does say, though, it *s time 
for us to step aside and give the younger generation a crack at 
bringing order to society and the world. 

“We are the ones who are hopefully going to correct the 
mess,” said this articulate 17-year-old, who recently graduated 
with high honors from Cherry Hill High School. 

“We can’t do any worse than the adults have,” he added. 

Wiacek, his class valedictorian, not only excelled scholastically 
but won recognition as a football, basketball and baseball playcr. 
In the latter sport, Ray was selected on the. ANP’s All-Area team. 

How would he go about undoing that which we older people 
are accused of: soda! chaos? 

"By communicating and trying to understand others, ” replied 
Wiacek. “You adults don’t have the time to listen, don’t try to 
understand the problems and move only when the crises are at a 
point of disaster. 

“How can you find solutions to problems when the guns are 
Already cocked, when people are rioting? he asked . “It’s too late, 
then. Solutions must be found before the crisis reaches its 
pinnacle.” 

If Ray sounds unusual, it’s because he is. 

Few can boast a 4.2 average (of a possible 4 point) scholastic 
average. And few have had the experience of battling death and 
winning. 

Near Death, Sees Life 

In Octooer of 1 967, Wiacek suffered from spinal osteomelytis 
and was hospitalized for three months. He fought off death and 
came back last year to play basketball and baseball and football 
for the Spartans. 

“He’s some boy,” said Wiacek senior, who also was quite an 
r*hlete in his day , winning All-State honors in 1 948 in basketball 
atFordson. 

And his teachers also think that “Ray is quite a boy.” So 
unique that he was awarded the Martha Dwight Douglas 
Memorial Scholarship and intends to go to Yale in September. 

“When I was on my back in the hospital I had a lot of time to 
think and if there’s any one thing I would have to say to those 
who ridicule our efforts and our pleas for reform, it’s have 
‘patience.’ 

“That’s something which seems to vanish as one becomes 
older.”

High where he was class 
valedictorian, earned his A.B. 
Degree from the University of 
Michigan and took his masters 
from Duke University and 
Eastern Michigan University 
where he majored in math and 
science.

Facilities Expanding 


Junior Golf School is Announced 


Y PS I L ANTI - Eastern 
Michigan University’s new West 
Campus Athletic Development, 
Huron Athletic Field, is fast 
becoming one of the state's 
most modem athletic facilities. 

Just recently completed are 
the brand new varsity baseball 
diamond and 2>000 seat covered 
baseball stadium called Briggs 
Field. Also, the first events have 
been held at the new 
Olds-Marshall Track and Field 
facilities. 

Design of both of these 
developments was done by the 
Detroit office of Eberle M. 
Smith Associates, Architects 
and Engineers, and includes 
varsity practice and intramural 
playing fields and future tennis 
courts. 

• • • 

ANOTHER GIANT stride 
will be taken at Huron Athletic 
Field as construction will soon 
begin on the new Rynearson 
Stadium. 

This is a 12,500 seat football 
stadium with auxiliary facilities 
including locker and shower 
rooms and athletic 
administration and coaches 
offices. There is a press box atop 
the stadium with an excellent 
communications system and 
related facilities extensive 
enough to provide the press, 
radio and television personnel 


with everything they’ll need to 
cover the games. 

Eberle M. Smith Associates 
planned this stadium for future 
expansion. It is on the west side 
of the football field and has 
been laid out so the ends and 
east side of the field can be filled 
in and joined to eventually form 
a huge 60,000 seat bowl. 

• • • 

THE STADIUM is curved in 
plan and has what the 
architects-engineers call a 
parabolic cross-section. This 
affords all spectators perfect 
sight lines no matter where they 
may sit. 

The press box has also been 
designed for future expansion 
inasmuch as a complete second 
level can be added in the future. 
This will allow expanded 
coverage and facilities for the 
press, additional space for 
greater and more sophisticated 
television equipment, and an 
enlargement of the University 
President’s guest seating area in 
addition to expanded toilet, 
lounge, communications and 
storage facilities. 

Additional planning is under 
consideration by the University 
and eventually the entire 
athletic program and its 
administration will be relocated 
to function from the new West 
Campus.

United States Firearms 
Statutes Still Valid 


DETROIT — Federal firearms 
statutes remain in full force for 
persons possessing firearms or 
engaged in their transfer, 
manufacture or transportation. 
Charles G. Keebler, IRS 
Regional Commissioner for the 
5-state Central Region which 
includes Michigan, has 
announced.

firearms dealers and others, as 
relie ving t he m of the 
requirements imposed by the 
National Firearms Act. 

In the Haynes case, the Court 
held that the constitutional 
privilege against self-in crimina- 
tion could be invoked against 
criminal charges brought under 
the National Firearms Act, for 
failing to register a firearm or 
possessing an unregistered 
firearm. 

• • • 

THE SUPREME COURT did 
not, in its decision, hold the 
National Firearms Act or any of 
its pro visions to be 
unconstitutional, Keebler 
pointed out. The underlying 
objective of the Act is to 
prevent criminals from 
obtaining gangster-type 
weapons such as machine guns 
and sawed-off shotguns. 

Weapons which are covered 
by the National Firearms Act 
may be legally acquired and 
possessed subject to regulatory 
requirements. However, any 
such weapon which is not 
properly registered is 
contraband and subject to 
seizure, Keebler said. 

A person who possesses a 
gangster-type weapon is still 
subject to criminal penalties if it 
was, at any time, illegally made 
or transferred. 

The record keeping and 
reporting obligations imposed 
on firearms dealers, 
manufacturers and importers, 
by the National Firearms Act, 
have in no way been altered by 
the Haynes decision. IRS will 
continue to conduct inspections 
of records to insure compliance 
with Federal law. 

Occupational, transfer and 
other taxes imposed by the 
National Firearms Act remain in 
full force. 

The Federal Firearms Act, a 
separate statute which regulates 
the interstate transportation of 
weapons, was not involves in the 
Haynes case and is not affected 
by the decision.
